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Applicant's request for interview after final office action does not conform to MPEP 703.09, for not placing the application in better 
conditions for disposal or appeal. Therefore, the interview request is respectfully denied. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are unpersuasive. 

Applicant argues that the prior art does not teach "a catalog explorer module that provides a resolution service that conforms a list of 
payloads in the user interaction system catalog with a class, category or format of identity information corresponding to one or more 
recently read tags." The examiner respectfully traverses. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Prior art Perkowski teaches in col. 19 lines 43-64, a browser or catalog explorer module providing a list of product information that are 
categorially arranged and displayed according to specific types of product information, the product information including UPN information, 
trademark information, and product description information, and many more (shown in col. 5 lines 8-21, col. 6 line 62-col. 7 line 6, these 
categoried product information is read as a class, category or format of tag identity) that are compatible with the identity information of one 
recently scanned tag (col. 6 lines 6-35, a scanned tag and available online product information for that tag) 
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
